Words in -wv, -ovtos 2 
By Carl D. Buck 

The words in -uv, -ovtos are nearly all of participial formation, 
but isolated from the verb-system in form or use or both; a few are 
the result of transfer from p-stems. They comprise a number of 
simple nouns and adjectives, a group of adjective compounds with 
participial form as second member, and numerous proper names. 

1. Simple nouns and adjectives. — The oldest of these, in point of 
isolation from the verb is 68ovs, which represents a form that is in 
origin a participle of ed- 'eat,' but had already become an ordinary 
noun 'tooth' in the parent-speech, (cf. Skt. dant-, Lat dens, Goth. 
tunpus, etc.). The nominative 68ovs, parallel to SiSoi>s from *8i86vts, 
preserves the normal IE. nominative formation for stems in -ont-, 
while all the other words to be mentioned accord with the usual 
Greek inflection of thematic participles with nominative in -uv 
(probably a Greek innovation due to the influence of p-stems). 
The latter occurs in the Ionic form 68<!ov (Hdt., Hippoc), and in the 
compounds xcwXioSwp, etc., 3 which as adjectives, though often

2 Exclusive of ordinary participles belonging to the regular verb-system. Included 
are also 65obs, dSSvros, words with gen. -wvtos, and feminines in -ovaa. 

3 The modern lexicons and grammars give -SSovs as the normal form of com- 
pounds, -6Stav as the exceptional. The discussion in Lobeck, Paralip. 248, so com- 
monly cited, gives no adequate picture of the facts. A recent comment on ipyioSwv, 
Ap. Rh. 2. 820, states that " ipyiASovs is the Horn, form." But as a matter of fact 
the two Homeric compounds of this kind, &pyi6Sovr- and Kapxapo&ovr-, occur only 
in the oblique cases; likewise rpidSovr- in Pindar, povb&ovr- in Aeschylus. The 
earliest quotable nominative singular form is x^vXtdSav Hes. Sh. 387 (also in Hdn. 
2. 730. 16), and the next is xvvdSav Epich. 29 Kaibel. Eight of these compounds occur 
frequently in Aristotle, but the only nominative singular forms are <ru>6Suv H.A. 5916 
5, 9; 598a 10 (with variants trwtfcoy, avv&Sav) , and KapxapbSw H.A. 501a 22 (so to be 
read, with C). From later times we have Kapxap6So>v Theocr. 24. 85, ipyiSSav Ap. Rh. 
2. 820, ipuiidav Hesych., iiupiiSuy and KparepiiSwv Hdn. 2. 730. 15, and the significant

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used substantively, were more especially influenced by the parti- 
ciples. 

yipuv agrees precisely with Skt. jarant- 'decayed, infirm, old, an 
old man' (cf. also Avest. zaurvan- 'old age'), which is in origin a 
participle of jar- ' waste away, ' but shows the specialized meaning 
already in the Veda, where jarant- is contrasted with yuvan- 'young. ' 
kmv is in origin a participle of the root seen in Skt. vag- 'be eager, 
will.' Horn, aniuv, used like the adverb &<rijj» 'softly, silently,' 
and sometimes indeclinably with feminine or plural subject, is formed 
to aicf/v after the analogy of participles, as if from a verb a/cew 
(a/ceoix in Ap. Rh. 1. 175 is only an artificial back-formation from 
Horn. auto)?). Similarly Horn, iyprjyopouv to iyprjyopa, as if from a 
present in -au. 

Original j»-stems, with transfer to vr-declension are : \iuv (cf . fem. 
XeWa), aicuv 'javelin' (cf. &Kaiva 'thorn'), depairuv (cf. dtpairauva) , 
and dpaKUv (cf. dpaKcuva). Kpiuv, Horn, icpeiuv, would be a further 
example, if taken as an original comparative = Skt. greyas- 'fairer, 
better, distinguished.' But against this see Osthoff, Morph. Unt. 
6. 94, who assumes rather a participle of the same root, namely 

statement of Eustathius, 854. 13 ff., who, after mentioning dSobs, proceeds: eB/njrai 
Si teal oSiiv, 4{ oB xa£ icpo6So>v . . . . , mi d xoi'XuWw' «aJ ap.<f>6$uv Kal 6 xo^Mni' nal rd 
toioCto. Over against this evidence for -oiv, we have rptASovs Ath. 454<J, pvpiSSovs 
Anth. P. 9. 285. 2, Monodus Festus 135, oivb&ovs Hesych., p.eya\6$ovs E.M., irpoSBovs 
Poll. 2. 96 (where Bethe now reads irpoSSav) ; further p.ov6Sovs, kvv6Sovs, etc. Ps. Hdn. 
Epim. 208, under the canon that such compounds end in -6Sovs or -didwv. This canon 
of unknown authorship, unsupported by any other grammarian, and obviously false 
in its elimination of -6Swv, has been handed down to modern times. The facts show 
clearly enough that -SSovs is only a late form due to the influence of the simplex. 
This led further to nom. -ace. neut. -6Sovv beside the normal -oSoc, the former a frequent 
MS variant in Aristot. H.A., but one to be rejected. Cf. also Solmsen, Beitr. zur 
griech. Wortforschung 30. 

As regards forms in -wSovt-, the most certain is &iji<j>oiSovt-, frequent in Aristot. 
H.A. with consensus of MSS, while these vary between rpiSSovr- and rpUa&ovr-, 
and similarly for other compounds. Cf. also iiuptbdav, KparepiiSoiv Hdn. 2. 730. 15, 
ipt&Swv, xa^wSoyTas Hesych., wpoiiduv Bekker Anec. 58. Apart from an<l>6>&oiv, which 
on account of ap.(j>u> is a special case, these are less usual and later than forms in -oSwv. 
While they are examples of the well-known lengthening in composition (Wackernagel, 
Dehnungsgesetz der griech. Composita), they are not on a par with the compounds that 
show early and uniform lengthening, like those of 6vv% or 6vo/ia (always -£>vv£, -&vvttos 
from Homer on). They belong rather to the later stratum of imitative lengthening, 
which is also recognized by Wackernagel, op. tit. 54. Wackernagel, it is true, finds 
evidence of early lengthening in XaXioMwr, whence Horn. Xo\ica)5ovrtd5»;s. But the 
derivation of this name from dSobs is far from obvious semantically, still less so that 
of the river name OtptubSwv. 
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*Kpei-ovr-, whence Kpecov, while Horn, updwv would be a case of 
metrical lengthening like wvdccv, etc. 

Horn. (teSeuv 'ruler' is isolated in form as well as in use, likewise 
Horn, n&cov inasmuch as only the middle /xedonai is in use in Homer. 
So also revcov 'tendon,' from a simple thematic *t4vco, not the actual 
relvco. KeXeovres 'beams of the loom' is of uncertain origin, but 
perhaps 'risers,' from the root seen in Lith. ketti 'raise' and the 
derivatives koXuvos, Lat. collis, etc. kvojScov 'edge of the sword,' 
though called a compound by the ancient grammarians and no 
doubt popularly associated with a.p4>o}So}v, etc., is from a *kv<x>8u 
'scratch, bite,' cf. Kv&Sdkos and waSaXXerar KvrjdeTai, Hesych. 

Various other words are in form normal participles of existing 
Greek verbs, and are isolated only by their specialized use, as aWovaa 
(aWos), ayxovaa, eyxovoa name of a plant (ayxu, but the application 
is not apparent), irureiwv 'streamer of a ship' (exKretw), irpiiruv name 
of a fish (Trpeiro) 'be conspicuous'?), apxuv {apxu), dpifav (opifco). 
There is of course no clear line between the last-mentioned words 
and many other participles which may be used substantively in 
special senses, e.g. vwoTtlvovcra 'hypotenuse,' TtKovrts 'parents,' 
etc. But I have included in the word-list only the most conspicuous 
cases, such as are generally given a separate place in the lexicons. 

2. Compounds like bo\o<f>poveo}v . — Compounds in which the 
second element is an active participle represent a type that is not 
common in the earlier stages of the Indo-European languages and is 
probably not inherited from the parent-speech. In Sanskrit, com- 
pounds are formed freely from the passive participle in -ta-, but 
"other participles only seldom occur as finals of compounds" (Whit- 
ney, Ski. Gram., § 1273d). The Rigveda has some examples with 
adverbial first element, as su-vidvdns- 'knowing,' while those with 
a noun as first element, like brahma-vidvaris- 'Brahman-knowing,' 
divi-sprcant- 'touching the sky,' occur later, and become frequent 
in the epic. Cf. Wackernagel, Altind. Gram. 2, 193 ff., Delbriick, 
Altind. Syntax 76. In Latin, frugiferens (Lucr.) beside usual frugifer, 
arqui-tenens (Naev., Ace), suavi-loquens, signi-tenens (Enn.), and 
others (cf . Stolz, Hist. Gram. 423, Grenier, 'Etude sur la formation des 
composes nominaux dans le latin archaique, 133 ff.) are poetical 
formations. In most of the Germanic languages the type is rare 
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in the early period. It is virtually unknown in Gothic, for blopa- 
rinnandei is a direct transfer of alfw-ppovcra, and in the often cited 
garda-waldands 'olKoheo-iroT^s' the second element is a substantivized 
participle like gibands 'Sorts' (not 'didovs') and others that are 
distinguished from the true participles by their strong inflection. 
It is only occasionally found in Old Norse, Old High German, and 
Old Saxon. But it is very common in Old English poetry, e.g. 
helm-berend 'helmeted,' rond-hcebbend 'shield-bearer,' sce-llpend 
' sea-farer, ' etc. (cf . Grimm, Deutsche Gram. 2. 580 ff .) ; and it has 
now become commonplace in German (heil-bringend, hals-brechend, 
etc.), as in English (Jruit-bearing, blood-curdling, etc.). In general, 
then, we have to do with a secondary type, in which the participle 
has replaced the agent-noun of the inherited type. At first there 
was some difference in feeling, the participle indicating action or 
condition at a particular time rather than a general characteristic. 
But this distinction was not maintained. Cf. Jacobi, Compositum 
und Nebensatz 22 ff., Delbriick, Vergl. Syntax 3. 156 ff. 1 

In Greek this type was never widely productive, and, apart from 
proper names, is virtually confined to poetry. But it is one that 
should be recognized, however doubtful we may be in individual 
cases. 1 The more probable Homeric examples are: KapriKOfiouvres 

1 Both Jacobi and Delbriick in their discussion of the type are reluctant to recog- 
nize its existence in Greek. Jacobi says: "Ausser Kaprj-Kop.6avTts, einer Zusammen- 
rilckung, und vovi>-ex6vTws, offenbar zu alterem vovv-exh* gebildet, finden wir nur 
part, der Denom. von KapTrotfr&pos, ttovtottopos, etc. Erst im Lateinischen und Deutschen 
werden Compp. mit dem Part, praes. haufiger. " Delbriick disposes of 5o\o(j>povtoiv as 
the participle of a denominative from ioKcxftpuiv , and mentions Kapr\ Kopoavres, SaKpv 
X&w, as written by Nauck, under "Participia in unechter Komposition. " But the 
so-called "unechte Komposition" may be just as genuine, only of a less primitive 
type than that of the stem compounds, and it is well that Brugmann in the Grundriss 
has dropped the term. There is of course the important practical difference from stem 
compounds that the compounds which rest upon fixed juxtaposition are not so readily 
distinguishable from phrases not yet fully unified. Hence the disagreement, among 
both ancient and modern commentators and in the manuscripts, as to Kapr)Kop.buwTts 
vs. Kapri Ko/wwvTes. But, while there is definite reason to prefer SaKpv x&>v< since we 
find also SaKpva x&j", Kara SaKpv x*°vira, there is every probability that the fixed Kaprj- 
Kop.6a>vT(s and several others were actually felt as compounds and should be so written 
(as they are in Ludwich's text). In the case of 6o\otppovio>v, etc. the ambiguity is a 
different one, but composition with -<t>povaav is on the whole more probable than 
derivation from -tppuv (in which case, however, they would not necessarily imply 
actual derivative verbs, but would belong under 3, below), unless one rejects on prin- 
ciple this type of composition in Greek. Whereas, there is ample corroborative 
evidence for it in the numerous proper names in -tpuv and others to be discussed below. 

Stolz, Wien. Stud. 25. 236 ff., defends the recognition of this type of Homeric 
compounds and especially the analysis (v-4>povku>v , Soho-<ppovkwv, etc. But he goes 
too far in including, as if containing actual participles, 6\tyoSpavmv, 6\iyriTe\ka»>, 
which are to be understood quite otherwise. See under 3, below. 
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(whence tvKopJxavTa Q. Sm.), ira<np£hov<ra., \iyvjrvduv, evpvpicov, 
atvi-uf, evvcuerauv, and d-, dXXo-, ev-, 8o\o-, xaXt-^poj'eajj'. From 
later poets: irvpufiikiyuv Eur. (cf. UvpujAeyeOoov Horn.), irvpirviuv 
Eur., aei£6)uv Callim.+, evKrviriuv Q. Sm., wpidiuv Anth. P., rpuy'ko- 
bhwv Batr. Further, despite the substantive use of upelwv and 
fiedcw, their compounds belong here in feeling, as evpvupeiuv Horn., 
QepuTKpecov Pind., akucpdcov Eust., wf/t.p.€8o3v Hes. + , aKifteSav 
Aristoph., etc. The late fiadvppduv Ap. Rh., kvppduv Christod. are 
artificial substitutes for Padvppoos, ivpperjs under the influence of 
Horn. -Kpe'uov, -rcvduv. Plutarch has hvaavuav (&wd«). 

3. Compounds (apparent) like 8v<rp.eveuv. — These represent a 
quite different type from the preceding. They are neither com- 
pounds of actual participles nor participles of existing derivatives of 
compounds. They are formed from, and as convenient variants of, 
adjective compounds, without the intervention of derivative verbs, 
but directly, after the analogy of participles which do belong to 
actual derivative verbs. They are nearly all Homeric words, with a 
few imitations in later writers. Thus (Homeric, unless otherwise 
noted) : dvapeveuv, vwepnev&ov beside hv<rp.evqs, virepp.evi}s, Bvp/qyepiuv 
beside onrjyepris, irepiadevi(j)v = irepuTdevqs (so okiyoofleviav Bacch. 
5. 152), {nrepiivopewv (also Aristoph.; ayrjvopeuv Nonn.) = iw eptyoip, 
inreprj^avioiv (finite forms in later writers) = {nreprt^avos, oXiyodpa- 
viwv = 6\iyodpavris, oXiyriirektcw (whence KaKr}Tre\4av Nic.) = *6\iyo- 
ireMis or *o\iyiiire\os, 1 Oeoirpowiwv (also Pind.) = adj. deoirpoiros, 
oivofiapdwv (whence oivofiapiw Theogn.) = oivoftapris. 2 

1 Cf. ivrjictklTf aadiveia Hesych., in)Xthko> 'be powerless' Hippoc. Formed with 
composition lengthening from an *ftire\os, cognate with ON. afl 'strength.' Prellwitz, 
BzB. 24. 291, Brugmann, Grd. 2. 1. 363. 

2 A few of the adjective compounds compared are not quotable from Homer, 
namely (apart from virep-fivtap, which occurs as a proper name, and the assumed 
*6\iyi(KtSoi) irtpujdtvfis (Pind.), irxtpi}4>avos (Hes.), 6\iyol>pavi)s (Aristoph.). But this 
does not prove that they are later formations, and I cannot agree with the position of 
Stolz, Wien. Stud. 25. 237, who asserts that, for example, 6\iyoSpaviis is an abstraction 
from Horn. SKiyoSpavhov. 

There are other participial forms in Homer for which finite forms are lacking in 
Homer but common enough elsewhere, e.g., TvproXiwv. It is possible that some of 
these also belong here, the finite forms being actually of later origin and not acci- 
dentally lacking in Homer. But I have included only those in which the isolation or 
priority of the participle is beyond doubt. 
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Like the preceding, only formed after the analogy of participles 
of verbs in -Aw, are Horn. ■Kapfftavbuv, aKpoKeKavv'uouv, ap.arpox6ccv. 
Cf. iyprjyopduv, above, p. 261. 

4. Personal names. — The chief contingents are furnished by the 
compounds in -/ie5wi>, -Xeow, -icpiuv, and -#«j>. The thirty-odd in 
-p.48uv (or -fiiSovtra) comprise both legendary and historical names. 
Of the latter, some are popular names, as Aao-, 'Lt7to-, KXeo-, Aio-peSuv, 
but the majority are of infrequent occurrence. A few are applied to 
foreigners, as Qrjpop.iSuv a Scythian, 'Qpofieduv a Cilician, or are 
isolated poetical creations, as Nauju&wi' (Lye), 'TSpofiiSovaa 
(Batran.). 

Those in -XeW include some fifteen historical Greek names 
(a few of these also legendary), further the comic 'EpefSivOoXewv 
(Alciphron), and the semi-Greek name of the Paeonian king AvdoiKiwv 
(so IG. 2. 312, 313, and on coins), which appears as AdroXeW in 
Plutarch. 'ETtXeav, only Schol. Ap. Rh. 1. 156, is regarded as an 
error for 'EiriXaos, though in type it is unobjectionable (cf. 'ApriXeW). 
Avko\4<i)v Aristot. Rhet. 3. 10, doubted by Pape, is confirmed by IG. 
5. 2. 274. 23. 

There are some twenty-five names in -icpiuv, all but three (Aef t-, 

HpuTo-, "Ityi-) historical. These occur in the Aegean islands and Asia 

Minor (also Abdera, Byzantium), but rarely, if at all, in continental 

Greece. The regular form is -icpeuv. The Homeric -upeiav occurs 

in HoKvicpeiuv IG. 12. 5. 571. 8, if the reading is correct (see editor's 

note). The contracted -upwv is rare and late. Apart from Ae£ucpwi>, 

'EpjuoKpwj' Hdn. 2. 735. 28, it is attested in late Bhodian, as 'Eppanpuv 1 

IG. 12. 1. 46. 219; 107. 20, IG. 12. 3. 50 (Telos, where the dialect 

was Rhodian), 'KynaiKp&v IG. 12. 1. 632, 'karvKpuv IG. 11. 714 

(also a Rhodian), all with gen. -cwtos by analogy of the nominative 

and of -<i>uv, -Q&vtos. For the curious nominatives 'Epfioicprivv, 

TifWKpyvv IG. 12. 3. 34. 25-28, cf . SGDI. 3488 note. Rhod. 'Epfianpiuv 

1 Bechtel, SGDI. 3488, asserts that -Kpu>v is shortened from -icpotijs and has nothing 
to do with -Kptuv; likewise in his Hist. Personennamen, p. 164, he gives 'Epii6icpwv (sic) 
"ohne erkennbare Beziehung." But there is no sufficient reason to doubt the identity 
of the Rhodian name with the 'EpiiOKpuv attested by Herodian. Beehtel is probably 
right, however, in regard to KaXXiicpav in a fourth-century Boeotian inscription, 76. 
7. 3206 (nom. only; ed. -KpG>v), for here -Kpkoiv could only appear as -Kpicov, and further- 
more names in -Kpkov are unknown in Boeotian. 
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(Cic. Inv. 1. 30)= usual 'Eppoapiuv is parallel to 'Epfj.aap6.Tris, Ttjua- 
Kparrts, etc. (CP. 13. 82). 

There are over seventy names in -cfr&v (-<j>aa)t>, -<f>6o)v), all historical 
(Arip.0-, Aao- also legendary), a popular type in all parts of Greece. 
They are formed with the participle of <j>a(F)o>, related to <j>a(f)os 
and directly attested in <j>ae Horn. Od. 14. 502. A form with the f 
was seen by Priscian on an ancient tripod at Constantinople (Gram, 
hat. 1. 17. 15, 1. 254. 2), namely AHMO$AFON or AAMO$AFON. 
The uncontracted -^aav is seen in Ae/to^do? Kretschmer, Gr. Vasen- 
inschr. 142, Aacfraiov Iambi, v. Pyth. 267, and is the regular Boeotian 
form, e.g. Ka\\t<j>auv IG. 7. 1888c, 2787, Ka<£wo0<W ibid. 585, Evpv- 
(f>ao3v ibid. 21. 3173, Evpov<f>aovra ibid. 4177, Aap,o<j)aovTos ibid. 1744, 
2115, 2446. The form with epic distraction, -<j>bo)v, -Qbuvros (like 
Horn, bpbav, bpbwvros) is seen in Artfwcfrbwv h. Horn. 4. 234, 249, Q. Sm. 
12. 325, Callim. ap. Hdn. 2. 311. 31, AaocjybuvTi. Q. Sm. 6. 549, Zeixxpbwv 
Timon ap. Diog. L. 2. 6. 10, Xaipe<j>buv Matro. ap. Ath. 134e. Other- 
wise we find only the contracted -<j)S)y, the normal prose form except 
in Boeotian. 

Corresponding feminine forms are rare : ' KpiaTofyCxra. IG. 2. 3503, 
K\ei4>c>><r<ra in an inscription of Melos, Hermes 43. 175, To^wcro-a 
Pherec. ap. Hesych., Schol. Ap. Rh. 2. 1 123. The form to be expected is 
of course -<j>w<Ta, like Tinuxra. For KKeKpuxrcra Bechtel, loc. cit., com- 
pares Elean avrairohiblacxaa. But such doubling of intervocalic a is 
extremely rare, and since 'lcxfr&oaa is also the traditional reading 
(though corrected by Lobeck, Path. 41), there is probably something 
else involved, namely the influence of the feminines in or from -e<r<ra. 
Cf . the contracted place-names TtX^wcrcra, Kr/Xaiava, ^Korovaaa, etc. 
in which aa is the proper spelling but interchanges with cr — and 
also the following. 

An older type of feminine to -tfraasv appears in the legendary 
Evpv<j>ae(r<Ta, Haaufraeaaa, TrjXecfiaeaaa. These are from an unthe- 
matic participial form -<f>aa<r<ra like 'Eiriaaaa = 'Ewiowa, with -aaaa 
replaced by -eaaa after the analogy of the type x°-p'^ ffffa - Cf. 
Ehrlich, KZ. 39. 563. 

The troublesome Evpvir&v is explained by Bechtel, Hermes 51. 308, 
as a corruption of Evpv<i>&v which is the reading of Hdt. 8. 131. 
Be\\epo4>ccv, Theocr. 15. 92, is mentioned here only because this 
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shortened form of BeX\epo<f>bvTrfs was perhaps induced, certainly its 
accent as given, by the frequency of the names in -<j>u>v. 

There are five legendary names in -kouv, namely A771-, Aijjuo-, 
Eiipu-, Tttjto-, Aao-Kocov (cf. AAFOKOFON Priscian Gram. Lat. 1. 17. 
15). 1 Two of these occur also as historical names, namely Boeot. 
Aclkowv BCH. 25. 360. 20, Aaicwv IG. 7. 585. 11 (ed. Mkuv), Chian 
KtoiKuv, 'AdrjvS. 20. 216, and from Olbia Aijixokuv Ditt. Syll. 3 495. 
19. 2 (Contracted forms, 'IiriroKuv, etc., also given in Hdn. 2. 629. 4; 
915. 10. 15.) Cf. also the related clixvokuv Aristoph. Eq. 264, and 
evpvKouaa Euphor. in Et. M., Hesych. These names are commonly, 
and I believe correctly, connected with ko£u>, here in the sense of 
' watching over, guarding. ' 3 But the question of the precise formal 
relation has not been plainly stated. For -kouv, -kSowtos cannot be 
the participle of Koico, and even from a collateral Koaco (cf. Hesych. 
koS., Koaaai) the participle would be properly noacov, ko&v, or with 
epic distraction koouv (cf. Horn. @owv and fioowv, fioouvra) . Since 
the names in -kocop belong to the epic tradition, they may possibly 
rest on -koouv, with hyphaeresis in the second number of the com- 
pound (cf. fioydbs from fiorjBoos). But more probably they come 
from KoSiv with the same shift of arrest that is familiar in EujueVT/s 
beside tvixtvifs and many others. 

There are other occasional forms in -kuv, -uvtos which have 
nothing to do with the preceding, but are the result of transfer, to 
the PT-inflection, of hypocoristics like the frequent 'Hpa/oop, -uws.* 
Thus 'Ep&nwv, -uvtos* IG. 2. 469. 123, IG. 12. 3. 175, 177, 'E£<kw»>, 

1 Of doubtful affinity to this group is KiXXuc&op quoted from Callimachus in the 
scholia on KiXXuc&p Aristoph. Pax 363, with KaXXiicoui', evidently referring to the 
same notorious traitor, in a quotation from Euphorion, Hdn. 2. 915. 20. It is likely 
that the true form of the name, among its several variants, was KiWUav and -/c6«e 
only a poetical fiction, favored by AaoKowv, etc.

The legendary 'Iirirodowv, Souptos may contain the participle 
of a *6oaa (cf. Qoa%u>), in which case the formal relation is the same 
as in the names in -kooiv. The contracted form 'Iwiroduv occurs also 
as an historical name Delphin. in Milet. 123. 8., Ins. Br. Mus. 415. 19, 
also NiKotfaw Ins. Br. Mus. 1154. 32, Aei0«» IG. 2. 803/17. 

IloXvaawv IG. 7. 2435. II. 19 (but ScWos SGDI. 2138) is formed 
with the participle of *ffdfco (whence (Taos, craou). Likewise, with 
contraction, Atj/wow IG. 11. 113. 4, etc. (a frequent Delian name), 
IG. 12. 1. 607, IG. 12. 8. 277. 107; 278. 65, ZvXoawv Hdt., Strabo, 
etc. (accent attested Hdn. 2. 915. 9), 'Iepoow Inscr. Pont. Eux. 
1. 2. 26. 78, 183, 'Hpocr&w ibid. 1. 114. 49. 1 

Other names compounded of a participle are the legendary 
MnnaSovaa (faSovr-, to avSavui), OvKaXtywv, Hvpi^^ey^dcov, the his- 
torical UoKvirpeirwi', H6\v(<r)iripxox' (o-irepxw, on the variant forms, 
cf. Ditt. Syll. Orient. 1, p. 12), and Alciphron's fictitious Zup.eKTviuv, 
Tv/j.vox&ipoii', Oivo%aip<j)v , Srtp^vXoxatpw (his HareXKoxo-puv, 
Tpaire^oxapuv are similar in feeling, but influenced by the com- 
pounds in -xapifa; cf. also oivoxapuv Anth. P. 11. 12 = oivoxa-pils, 
but with a play on Xapuv) . 

Besides the compound names, such as have been thus far dis- 
cussed, there are others belonging to the class of originally simple 
names (as distinguished from the shortened forms of compound 
names, that is the "hypocoristics"). In the first place, several of the 
substantives mentioned above, under 1, occur also as personal names, 
namely "Apxcop, Tepcov, ApaKiav, Qepairav, Kpeav, A«iw, Miduv. 
But there is also a special class, of growing frequency, culminating

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in the Roman period, which takes the form of simple participles not 
otherwise current as substantives. Like other simple names based 
upon appellative substantives or adjectives, they started as epithets 
or nicknames, and occur occasionally from the earliest period. 
Thus Qa&uv, QaWovaa, 'Ape6ovaa in Homer, further the legendary 
Tekkov, the planet 2rlA/3co»', the ships' names 'Aypevowa, 'EinirTiSGxra, 
Ewppalvovaa, 'lovaa, Kparovaa (also NauKpaTowra), NtKwera, Sre^a- 
vov<ra, 2TiX/3ou<ra, Swfoucra, Tpv<f>&<ra (IG. 2, Index, p. 84), the dogs' 
names Bpipcov, $\iyu>v (Xen.), Qiuv (Ael.), the witch "Epwovaa, 1 
the hetaera OaKkovaa in the Middle Comedy (Ath. 587/). They 
often occur as names of slaves, as Ha.pp.evuv IG. 1. 324 and often in 
comedy, 'Avdowa, Upiwov<ra, "Zvpxpepovoa in Delphian manumission 
decrees, 'Ewirvyxa-vuv, 'Zvp^ipuv, 'ApexKovca in Thessalian manu- 
mission decrees, Bpvovaa, OaWovtra in Attic epitaphs, etc. But it 
is not true, as is sometimes inferred, that names of this type, 
apart from individual cases, are predominantly slave names, even 
in the pre-Roman period. Only a small proportion of all the 
occurrences refer to slaves. As names of the citizen class we find 
TLappivuv from the fifth century (e.g. Aeschin. 1. 157) on frequently, 
Happevovaa IG. 12. 8. 267. 8 (fourth cent.), T&va/ywv in Hippocrates, 
'AvTupipuv and "Tyiaivuv in Aristotle ("Tyiaivuv also IG. 12. 9. 249 
A 250 [fourth cent.]), Kparvvwv IG. 2. 873 (fourth cent.), Qpacxiivuv 
IG. 12. 9. 246 A 148 (fourth cent.), Oappwcov IG. 2. 324 (275 B.C.), 
Qapavvwv archon in Delos 261 B.C., 'Apiceuv frequent in Delos, as 
IG. 11. 114 (268 B.C.), and so on with increasing frequency down to 
the Roman period, when names like 'Ap&XKuv, 'ApeaKovaa were 
commonplace in the citizen nomenclature of Athens. Without dis- 
tinguishing further between slave and citizen names, the remarkable 
growth of this type in Roman Imperial times may be seen from the 
fact that in IG. 2 there are only about fourteen occurrences (of 
which half fall to TLappevuv) , while in IG. 3 there are more than a 
hundred.

i It has seemed worth while to give this list here, however incomplete it must be. 
to show the scope of a type which receives no distinct recognition as such and com- 
paratively slight representation in Fick-Bechtel and in Bechtel's Hist. Personennamen. 
In the latter work this is partly due to the chronological limits set. But those names 
which are mentioned, such as Kpotukoi', Qpaavvwv, are mostly given in the first part 
("Vollnamen und Kosenamen"), and not in the second part, where they certainly 
belong and would find suitable place under the various subheads. 

Names like 'Einnkvuv, representing the participle of a compound verb, and likewise 
those like Efo^pwi', even though a corresponding verbal compound does not exist, 
clearly belong to this type, rather than with the old compound names both parts of 
which are regular name words. 

Owing to the parallelism with names in -uv, -uxos, on which see below, p. 273, it is 
unsafe to include names which are quotable only in the nominative, e.g. EMp&coc 
IG. 2. 803, MiXwuv IG. 3. 1197, 3271, early Attic Tpiiwov IG. 1. 432al5, nep«t>6yo v 
IG. 1. 434. 12, early Euboean "Zrivov, Tpipiv IG. 12. 9. 56. 374, 398, and the archaic 
Theran 'E84\oy IG. 12. 3. 569. For most of these the probability is in favor of 
•wv, ~o>vos. Even the presence of a corresponding feminine in -ovaa is not wholly 
conclusive, cf. Mivovaa, but (usually) Mivwv, -uvos, Bpbowa but Bpvav, -ams (at 
least once, otherwise nom. only). The few forms which I have ne\'ertheless included 
without directly quotable vr-forms, are inclosed in parentheses.

306), the 
probably Median 'Apir&ywv (Hdn. 2. 729. 8; cf. "Apwayos), and those

Others are of obscure origin, as 'Axeposv, 'AkISuv, 'AKrjdav 
(Hdn. 2. 730. 58, perhaps = preceding), Aeduv, NeSui' (Fick com- 
pares Skt. nadi stream), KaXaosv, MvXauv (MvXoeis Hesych.), 
QeppiuSwv. 

6. Interchange between vt- and v-inflection. — The transfer from 
v- to j'r-inflection in the case of X&ov, etc. (above, p. 261) was pre- 
historic and complete. The occasional transfer in names like 
'UpaKuv, from -upos to -osvros, has been mentioned above, page 267. 
The Lycian name Xapir-qhuv has regularly -ovos, and the occasional 
-ovtos in Homer is secondary, oirahwv is said by the grammarians 
(e.g. Choerob. 2. 397. 31) to vary between -ovtos and -uvos, and 
while in the sense of 'eunuch' -ovtos is best attested (Philo de mut. 
nom. 173; Plut. Demetr. 25. 31; Artemid. 2. 69. 251), this is probably 
secondary.
